“On the 4th of March last a Despatch was received 
from M. Rocutcnotant, the Minister for Pranee, to 
the effect that a reduction in the duty on wateles 
and clocks was considered desirable by the French 
Foreign Oilice in view of the decadence of that branch 
of commerce and the smugeling caused by the pre- 
gent rate of duty being too high. : 

‘As it seemed that a reduction in duties would be 
preferable to Jaxity of collection, the Yamen wrote to 
the Freuch Minister to enquire whethor he could sug- 
gost any satisfactory plan [for the protection of the 
Fevenue] and they were rubecquently furnished with 
a copy af regulations to that end as proposed [hy M. 
Rocucnovasr] 

















The Yamen finds that by the French Tariff the in- 
yort duty on clocks is fixed at 5 per cent ad valorem, 
that on watches at the rate of one tael per pair. It 
is now decided to make thes per cent ad valorem duty 
the rule in both cases. Stringent provisions for the 
prevention of smuggling have also been adopted. These 
arrangements appear complete, and it is proposed to 
consider these new Rules as taking effect from the 
Lith May next,

them to ag them in operation at the various Ports ;

Clocks and Watches shall alike pay an Import Duty 
of Five per cent ad valorem. 

When reporting their consignments, and in addition 
to stating their values, merchants are required to de- 
posit at the Customs a list containing makers’ names 
and the namber borne hy each watch or clock import- 
ed, in order to future identification. 

The Customs will, besides, impress on each watch 
or clock an official mark as a proof of payment of duty, 
and any attempt to counterfeit such mark will expose 
the goods to confiscation by the Customs, and the of- 
fender to the severest punishment the laws authorise 
those having jurisdiction to inflict. 

_ Watches anc Clocks that have been thus duly regis- 
tered, will hereafter be entitled to Drawbacks if sent 
to any foreign country, and to Exemption Certifica- 
tes if taken to other treaty ports. 

Watches and Clocks exposed for sale in shops or 
about to be shipped from any: Port, if discovered to 
be still unregistered, will be Tiable to scizure and con- 
fiscation by the Customs, in accordance with the rules 
and practice affecting smuggled goods at the treaty 
ports generally. 

Whenever & merchant's valuation happens to be 
disputed by the Customs, it shall be optional with 
the Customs to accept that valuation or to purchase 
the goods in dispute, paying for them the value ori- 
ginally set on them by the importer. 

The Watches and Clocks that are now in the shop 
pill bo regarded as having paid Import Duty ; they,s 
however are required to be registered at the Customs 
whithin six months from this date. On the expiration 
of the time thus specified, Drawbacks and Exeuption 
Certificates will be refused to be issued to such as 
then remain still unregistered, and any such wnregis- 
tered Watches or Clocks found exposed for sale, or 
prepared for re-export will be liable to seizure and 
contiseation by the Customs.

Ir is not often that a Court of Law has to de- 
cline to adjudicate on a case brought before it 
on the ground of the subject matter in 
being so tainted with fraud or immorality 
as to render improper any assistance to the 
parties concerned, either to explain or give effect 
to the contract, if it be one, or to enforce the re- 
medy which the special agreement or the law 
itself might provide. A case between two Chi 
namen in the Supreme Court, in which the claim 
of one of them to enforce an account from his 
co-partuer was dismissed, on the ground that 
the object of the parties had been to elude 
the payment of certain native taxes, can hatdly 
however be said to offer an instance of the 
kind, It was clear that the tuership was 
formed between the native Chinese and the 
Singapore Chinese. in order to facilitate the 
transaction of business with the Custom Honse 
—in others words to shield the guods of the 
partnership—and possibly the goods of others 
into the bargain—from the squeczes and other 
arbitrary taxes which the local authorities so in- 
geniously impose upon the trade of theirowncoun- 
trymen ; but there was no evidence, or at least no 
conclusive evidence, that could or ought to have 
satisfied the Court that any far 
ality—if this conduct be i 
templated ; at the sane time, we are of opinion 
that the Court was right in declining to inter- 
fore, not only on the ground of the peculiarity of 
the relations between the parties being sug- 
gestively of a doubtful character, but also on 
the ground of the impossibility of distingnish- 
ing, from the facts before it, who was right 
or who wrong—who owed money, or to whom 
money was owing. The rule that the plaintiff 
must satisfy the Court of the justice of his 
demand—in other words—must succeed on the 
strength of his own case rather than on the weak- 
ness of that of the defendant—was properly ap- 
plied. To return however to the nature of the 
partnership transactions out of which the case 
arose. It is difficult to see why native Chinese 
merchants should not associate with themselves a 
foreign partner, if by so doing they can facili- 
tate their operations without committing any 
impropriety or being guilty of an attempt to 
evade the payment of just dues. No one could 
or would blame them for attempting to, or 
ceeding in evading the payment of wi 
d Indeed it is the facility with which 
illegal or inequitable taxes are evaded, tl 
constitutes the best check on the 
Governments and authorities learn in this 
school of experience the folly and  uselessness 
of entering into competition with minds as quick 
and clever at evading, as their own are in devis- 
ing, laws which are bad in themselves and pro- 
vocutive of immorality in those intended to be 
bound by them. The law should be no distin- 
guisher of persons—and revenue laws especially 































































should never treat one class of tra 
more or less favourably than another. 
fore the mistake is made, and foreigners are 
favoured and natives oppressed, we shall, no 
doubt, see a number of nominal foreign firms 
in which the principal interest is purely Chinese, 
and the government will have to bear the 
loss they have been instrumental in causing. 
If however, as it ought to be, that foreign 
goods and not foreign firms are to be favour- 
ed, there then can be no reason why na- 
tives should go into partnerships more or 
less nominal with foreigners, and any such 
combinations will be naturally looked upon with 
suspicion, because they will be suggestive that 
other causes are at work,and that the parties have 
other objects in, view than those which spring 
legitimately froin a mere combination of capital 
andintelligence. From legitimate burdensno man. 
or class of men have a right to expect escape, but 
the evasion of those improperly imposed is alto- 
gether another matter. No doubt in England 
or France there are constitutional modes of ob- 
taining redress, and the rule, that aman must not 
constitute himself the judye of whether a burden 
is st one or not, is x very proper one ; but 

































y redress; 
dividuals set their wits to work to devise means by 
which to eseapefrom whatthey feel to bean imposi- 
tion and one from which the state does not 
afford any means of protection. Combinations 
for such purposes are not rare. In the history 
of almost every country they have been the off+ 
spring of bad government and insuflicient or arbi- 
trary legislation; and China, with its faulty admi- 
nistration, must vo through the same school of ex- 
perience that has made other natious wise, if 
not moral. Arrangements, however, between men 
of this nature must be based on good faith— 
they will get no assistance from constituted tri- 
bunals—they must depend upon each other, for 
it cannot be expected that courts of law are 
to inquire into the justice of every law or cus- 
tom, or decide the moral question of how far 
evasion is to he justified or excused, We are 
not sorry therefore to find that the Supreme 
Court declined to interfere and decide the points 
at issue between the two parti the case we 
refer to ; although we are not inclined to go so 
far as to say that there was any intention on 
the part of those interested in the partnership 
to do more than avail themselves of facilities 
afforded to foreign firms, and escape the 
squeezes to which uninfucntial native firms are 
notoriously subjected.

NOTES OF A VISIT TO THE COAL MINES 
1N THE NEIGBOURHOOD OF LOH-PING. 


























‘Tho district city of Lah- 
of Yaouchow, in the province of yee; it is

‘This 
hill is a very noticeable feature in the landscape, an 
at a distance it presents the appearance of a solitary 
hill, with three mounds on its top, but on reaching. it 
four or five mounds are observed, on one of which, that

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tothe extreme east, isa clump of trees, surrounding a | atated that the seams were thick enough to ndmit of men 


amall temple, in which are a few Buddhist priests. 

From the cap of this hill a very extensive view 
‘ined ; to the east-north-cast the city of Loh- 
is distinctly visible, distant about five miles by road ; 
the west the pagodas at Yaouchow are just visible, 
and on the north-north-west, at the foot of the hill, 
are the collieries communicating by many roads with 
the coal yards on the water side. At the extremo 
east of the hill just below the temple, are situated 
sixteen coal yards, nearly all of which are on the right 
bank of a small stream which falls into the Loh-an 
at this point. Abouta mile below on the right bank of 
the Loh-an are seven coal yards, at the western end ofthe 
hill, On the opposite side of the river, which is about 
300 yards wide, is a large village, where many of the 
coolies employed to wheel the coal from the collieries 
to the coal yards reside. They cross the river in the 
morning with their barrows, and return after their 
day's work in the evening. | In the river and stream, 
oppesite the lower cnal yards are Rumbers of junks 
loading coals for Chinkiang, Soochow, Kiukiang and 
sili peace yuooe are acid io be enpelda of conying 
3,000 peculs. The coal yards are small enclosures 
on the water side, to which the coals are brought 
from the collieries in wheel barrows, carrying about 240 
cattica each, in two baskets, one on cach side of the 
wheel. ‘These baskets are emptied in the yard, and 
the coal is put into other baskets. holding about 120 
catties, and carried down to the junks, moored along- 
aide the bank. The coal is not weighed, either 
at the collieries or af the coal yards when being ship- 
ped off, it being sold by the basket. ‘The distance 
from the collieries to the coal yards is about a mile 
and a half, and the coolies can make five journeys a 
day, receiving G0 cash for a journey, or say 300 cash 

day for ringing 12 peculs of coal to the water side. 
The coolies who carry the coal from the yatd to the 
junks receive 6 cash per basket of about 120 catties. 
When the Ming Show was visited on the Ist of May, 
re was very little coal stored in the yards, it being 
shipped off as quickly as brought from the collieries, 
‘These coal yards have all different names, and appear 
to be quite independent of each other. 

The neighbourhood of the collieries is called Sze 


teze Kow, Bh F [FJ] (Lion's month.) There are 


two principal ones, called Wan fuh Ch’ang, & Depa 
tho other Hang-shing Ch'aug, ID JM FAK. They are 


surrounded by a fence and are almost contiguous, One 
other colliery, which has a new appearance, has been 
abandoned owing to au accident, involving loss of Life, 
which happened Jast eummer ; this was caused by the 
falling in of a gallery. ‘The collieries present a busy 
appearance, hundreds of men at work, carrying off tho 
conla, which are lying about in large heaps all over 
tho compound. This contains numbers of houses, the 
residences of the proprietors of the mines, the miners, 
&c. The shafts are housed over, aud numbers of fir 
poles are lying about to be used as props in the gal- 
i ies of the mine, 

‘The Wan-fub Ch’ang is said to have been worked for 
ten years, The shaft, whi oblong, sees to be 
lined with timber divided by bratticing into 
four compartments. By these divisions the experi- 
enced ininers are said to come up and down, the in- 
‘experienced men going up and down iu the baskets. 
Across the top of the shaft about 3 or 4 fect above 
it are placed tho windlasses, used for raising up 
the coal and water. These windlasses areof very simple 
construction, made of wood, with two wooden 
‘on cach side; the handles are straight pieces placed di- 
agonally, the rope was hemp and said to be 18 chan; 
in length. Judging from the size of the cylinder of 
the windlass, and the number of turns noticed when the 
enals were being wound up, their depth is probably 
correctly stated. It took six men about four or five 
minutes to wind up a basket of coal estimated to weigh 
240 attics. It was stated that there were three gal- 
leries in the mine, snd that the vertical distances 
tween them were i8 chang each, making the depth of 
the mine 54 chang in all, or say 600 fect 

‘There were said to be similar sets of windlasses 
ote, below. From enquiries made at different places and 
times the statement as to the three galleries, was clearly 
corroborated ; the depth was variously stated as from 
40 or 50 chang, #0 that 500 feet is probably not am exag- 
xeration of the vertical depth of the mine. It was 









































































standing upright, and that they extended in all di- 
rections. At the top of the shaft were two windlasses 
employed bringing up coals, and two bringing up water; 
but the baskets of water were small and appearod to 
contain only a few gallons, perhaps about nine. Tho 
Vaskets appeared to be lined with skins, 

‘The miners are said to work day and night, 
mer and winter, They usea sort of combination of pick 
axe and hammer, and the galleries are said to be 
lighted by rude lamps composed of a basin of oil 

iced. aleout vertically, and carrying a wick. Tt is 

ifficult to understand how fire damp is avoided, but 
it seems to be. 

At the Wan-fub Ch’ang about 240 miners are em- 
ployed, one half of which no down at a time; they 
send up to bank about 2,400 piculs a day, when the 
mino ia in full work. ‘They receive about 80 cash 
each per day and their food. The roads between 
the collieries and the coal yards are much cut w 
by the narrow wheels of the barrows, but as the soil 
ig hard and gravelly itis probably only in very wet wea- 
ther that the carriage of thecoals is suspended. ‘The 
situation is anexcellent one for a tramway, as by taking 
the road to a spot a little lower on the river than the 
lowest coal yards, all unevenness could be avoided, 
and a gradual decline could be made, though the dis- 
tance would not be increased tomore than tivo miles ; at 
present theroadsare in some places carried over an 
clevation of nearly 80 fect, 20 as to avoid a detour. 
The price of the coal at the yards is 260 cash per 
basket, the freight to Kiukiang 140 cash per basket, 
the taxes 30 cash ; or say 430 cash for 120 catties, 
equal to 360:cash per picul, laid down in Kinkiang. 
Before use in steamers, however, it has to be screened 
and this process increases the price of the coal to about 
430 cash per pecul, as about 30% is dust, which ia only 
saleable at about 200 cash per picul. Many old work- 
ings were noticed near the Mingshan ;some said to 
be abandoned owing to the impossibility of overcom- 
ing the water ; others on account of the miners com- 
ing to stone. In others no mining is said to have 
been carried on for at least fifty or sixty years, and 
perhaps longer. 

‘About half way between Ming-shan and Loh ping 
are two coal yards on the ;Jeft bank of the river- 


supplied from the Wan shing Ch’ang fly Ji PAK 


distant about four miles to the South of the river. 
This colliery was visited on the 3rd of May 1869, and 
was found to be in full work, similar in every reapoct 
to the Wan fuh Ch’ang, but ona smailer scale. About 
eighty miners were said to be employed, of which half 
go down at a time, sending up 180 baskets, or say 
360 peculs ; the other half then go down, and do the 
same, making the daily yield 720 peculs, | This mine is 
said to be about thirty chang deep, or say 330 feet, 
and to have two galleries. About 130 men were em: 
ployed wheeling the coal to the river side: they mako 
two journeys a day, and appear to carry each journoy 
240 cattics. 

About a mile lower down the river on the same side 
is another coal yard supplied from a mine said to be 
16 le distant. This colliery has been at work threo 
and a half years. It was not visited. 

Besides these two collieries on the left bank of tho 
river and those at Ming shan on the right, no other 
collieries could be seen or heard of below Loh ping, 
though others were spoken of as existing near and 
above Loh ping, but the shallowness of the water 
just below that town is perhaps the reason why the 
Fesources in its more immediate neighbourhood are 
not 8o thoroughly developed. 

At Ming shan many old workings were observed, 
some close to the foot of the hill itself; but none of 
them were at any greater elevation than apparently 
some sixty or seventy fect above the river.

SILK ¥ ING. 
A MEETING of gentlemen interested in the Silk 
Trade was held at the Chamber of Commerce of- 
fice on the 2uth instant, Mr. “J. C. Hetnuise it 
the Chair. 

Present :-—Messrs. Brand. Peters, Balfour, An- 
net, Birt, Forbes, Carter, Robinson, M m. Ale 
cock, Gilman, Howie, Scheibler, Dalzleish, Rees, 
Batt, Dunn, White, Westall, Gilmour, Jellicoe 
Stiinze, Rosenthal. 

The Cuamman stated that the announcement 
in the papers had informed them as to the busi- 
ness for which they were eulled. which was near- 
Jy the same as the original meeting. ‘The commit- 
tee had received a reply from the Chinese Silk 
merchants favonrable to all the resolutions except 
the first. The mostimportant recommendation of 
the committee, namely the question of the payment 
of duties, had been 1. jected by the Chamber of 
Commerce. The committee regretted this, but had 
since seen Mr. Dick on several occasions, and he 
hoped to be able to make arrangements for the 
payment of duties on mail day. 

Mr, Ansert said it would not be necessary to 
read the reply of the Silk dealers which hid been 
published in the papers, but that another bad been 
received since, agreeing to resolution 5, so that the 
meeting need now only discuss the first. The re- 
solution reads as follows ;

The Cuamman said they had now to decide 
whether they would return to the old practice, or 
adhere tu the resolution, or try and come to some 
other arrangement. 

Mr. Carrer asked if the committee had taken 
any other steps, 

The Cuamman stated that two of the members 
of the committee bad consulted with the Chinese 
dealers, and that they seeemed willing to knock 
off quarter pounds but uot halves; this it was. 
generally known was already done in many eases. 

M the meeting iad aken 

ce at the office of his firm, and he might be 
able to give more particulars than the Chairman. 
‘The Chinese had several meetings among them- 
selves aud most of them agreed to the change. 
One or two of the more important of them, how- 
ever, would not agree, and the others had given 
in. He judged from the meeting which took place, 
that if it were proposed to count the half pounds 
but not the quarters they would agree. ‘They had 
not stated this officially and he did not know 
whether the one or two who held out would con- 
sent, but perhaps some gentleman would propuse 
a resolution to that effect. 

Mr. Carter had heard it stated outside that 
the guild had resolved to fine any one Ts 3,000 
who sold silk in accordance with the resolutions. 

The CHainman the amount was to be Ts, 
1,000, and as this showed that the Chinese could 
combine the question was whether we could also. 

Mr. Carrer wanted to know if the committee 
had taken the sense of the community on the sub- 
ject. Lf nearly all those interested in silk agreed, 
the Chinese might have their way fur two or three 
months, as they would be sure to come round by 
and hye, Perhaps Mr. Annett would propose that 
any Evropean not conforming to the resolution 
should be fined Tls 1.00, 

Mr. Ans itr would be very glad to hear any one 
propose such a resolution. 

‘The Cuainmay, in answer to Mr. Carter, said 
the committee had not tuken the sense of the’ 
community on the subject. 

Mr. ANNETT on beliilf of the committee said 
they had put before the meeting what had been 
dotie, and it was now for itto decide whether they 
should adhere to the resolution, return to the 
old system or meet the Chinese half way, which 
they (the Chinese) seemed ii ed to do. 

Mr. Scuemier said that the practice of his 
house for the past two years had been to cut when 
under 80 catties and when over to take no notice, 

Mr. Bras: as absent from Shanghai 
at the time of the Jast meeting, but it appeared to 
him that the resolutions then passed were in ad- 
vance of the time and tuo one sided. Foreign 
Silk merchants were not a collective body and 
could not combine like the Chinese, although they 
could agree as to certain customs. He thought 
the resolutions were a little too strong. The Chi- 
nese simply say it is not custom and refuse to give 
in, while we must remember that with 
house follows one custom and another another. It 
would be to our advantage if we could agree, but 
we could not Jay down a law that wou'd be binding, 
although we might come tv some conclusion that 
would be accepted by the Chinese. There were 
nositk scales to weigh quarter pounds. He thought 
some modification of the first resolution might be 
adopted, and if three fourths of those engaged in 
the silk trade agreed he thought. the Chinese would 
agree also. A Committee might be appointed to 
have interviews with them. 

Mr. Branp then proposed the following resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by Mr. Scuersier und 
carried by 12 voices against 2. 
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Res, 1.—That this meeting strongly approving of 
some general action being taken on all questions 
affecting the interest of the silk trade are disposed to 
meet the objection of the silk dealers who decline to 
allow bales to be weighed as 106/07 Ibs, only an to 
recommendithat buyers should in future agree to weigh 
only half pounds and to discard quarters. 

Mr. Mitsom said that the Silk Committee had 
plenty of work of more importance than the dis- 
cussion as to weighing of quarter pounds, which 
he thought was after all of little consequence and 
should be left on one side. He would move that 
fice there be no change in the scale for weighing 
silk. 

Mr. Batroour said that he had weighed by cat- 
ties for the past two years; their scales were 
marked by catties. 

Mr, Mitsom would withdraw his amendment as 
the resolution had already been passed. 

Mr. Canter thought that now it was agreed to 
partially rescind the former resolution they ought 
to apologize to the Chinese, 

Mr. Bran thought there was something better 
for those at the meeting to do than making them- 
selves look foolish before the Chinese. He thought 
the question of weights a very important one. 

Mr. Forses said that it was shown that the 
Chinese had great powers of combination. while 
we had none, but although we cannot fine we can 
establish customs as. there are many at present 
which no one thinks of disser from. He 
thought the Chamber of Commerce had treated 
them in a very off hand manner and that 
it would be of advantage if those interested in 
Silk formed themselves into an association, a sort 
of appendage to the Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr, Warts said it might almost be laid down 
as an axiom that a combination among Europeans 
is an impossibility, while our native friends were 
said to combine on every occasion. Some time 
ago they formed a resolution not to sell silk to a 
certain firm, and were to impose a fine of rice to 
go toa charity, on thosewho disobeyed. This was 
strongly oproaed, by one Kang-kee, who did as he 
pleased and was not fined. This he thought 
showed that the Chinese had not the power of com- 
bining to the extent generally stated. 

A gentleman here stated that he had been in- 
formed by Mr. Kang-kee himself that he hud paid 
the fine, and was so disgusted that he left the 

trade ; but returned after a few months at the re- 
quest of the guild. 

Mr. AnNeErt thought they ought to leave out all 
such words and ideas as coercion and combination 
and lay down not laws but opinions. They might 
form such an association as Mr, Forbes proposed 
which would make the settlement of disputes 
more easy. Many who object to the resolutions 
would join in the spirit of them and come to a 
satisfactory arrangement, 

Mr. lornes then proposed the following resolu- 
tion :— 

Res. 2.—That this meeting organize itself into 
society for the promotion of silk interests, to be styled 
the “North a Silk Association,” and that the 
committee appointed at the last meeting be asked to 
act as manaying committee of the new association and 
to draw up rules to be submitted for approval to 
a meeting of persons willing to enrol themselves. 


Mr. Branp had pleasure in seconding the reso- 
lution and more especially as the Silk trade in 
London was now in powerful hands and what 
they resolved was at once law. It would be con- 
venient for then to be able to refer to the local as- 
sociation in case of dispute. 

‘The resolution being put to the meeting was 
carried with one dissentient. 
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Mr. WesTati understood it was proposed at. 


last meeting to form an asscciation, and he thought 
it would be discourteous to the present commit- 
tee to throw them aside. 





Mr. Braxp said they were at present a hetero- 
geneous mass—they did not know who formed 
the asseciatio 

Mr. Westatt expected that those present would 
have been asked to become members, 

HATRMAN said thix was one of the pro- 
posals brought forward by the Committee. 

Mr. Miso bad felt that it would be casting a 
shir on the committee, but as they had taken the 
matter up themselves he thought all would agree. 
In regard to arbitration the Chamber of Commerce 
had already taken that duty upon themselves and. 
they ought not to act in antagonism to that body. 

Some discussion here took plave as to the name 
to be given to the association, Mr. Varter propos- 
ing to call it the “ China and Japass ” or* Asiatic.” 
jt was ultimately agree to designate it the “ North 

hina Silk Association.” 

Mr. Avert said said that the Committee had 
not received all the returns with regird to loss in 
weight, and he huped that those who had not sent 
them in would do so as soon as possible; and 
in answer to Mr. Wuarre said they ought to be 
given by the month as silk loses most in the ear- 
ly part of the season. 

Mr, ANNETr said it was proposed to collect re- 
turns of the different kinds of silk shipped. It 
was first intended to ask one of the committee to 
collect the particulars three months after ship~ 
ment but Mr. Dick had been kind enough to un- 
dertake to have it done by the Customs. It was 
not proposed to give the names of the shippers 
but merely how many bales of each kind. He 
then proposed the following resolution, which 
was seconded by Mr. Brand. 

Res. 3.—That the committee be instructed to request 
the Commissioner of Customs to obtain from shipper 
at the time of application for permits particulars ofthe 
kind of silk exported, and to publish the totals in the 
Customs’ Daily Returns. 


Mr. Carter thought it would be useless. It 
would be sure to be wrong. The Customs’ Returns 
were now wrong, He thought people would not 
give the particulars ; he would not. 

Mr, Any: tr thought that although firms might 
not give them just after the mail they would give 
them quarterly. 

Mr. Carrer instanced the case of piece goods, 
which he said the Chamber of Commerce had tried 
to get, but some gave false returns and some refused 
to give any. 

Mr. Scrercer thought any one could ascertain 
the particulars from the Customs. 

The resolution being put to the meeting was 
lost by 12 votes to 9. 

Mr. Mirsom said that the Silk Supply Associa- 
tion just formed in London wanted, information 
and no doubt there were many here full of 
formation of great interest. He thought the com- 
amnittee should gather together such informution, 

Mr. Annet said it was hardly known here 
what this assuciation was. They ought to do what 
good they can amongst themselves. Perbaps the 
London Association had other means of obtaining 
information. ‘they had better wait until they 
were asked, and not throw information gratuitous- 
ly in their faces. 

Mr. Bran said it appeared that the committee 
was not properly constituted, there were no veter- 
ans amongst them, such as the gentlemen who had 
just spoken and whv appeared to be boiling over 
with information. Perhaps they had better ur- 
range a meeting when one of them would read x 
paper, or the Asiatic Society might udvance a sum 
to send Mr. Helbling into the interior to count 
the number of mulberry trees. 

Mr, Hestixe had to return thanks for being 
called a venerable party. Being a family man he 
would rather decline going into the interior. 

Mr. Carrer asked what had been done with 
regard to the payment of export duty. 
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The CnairMan said that the committee had 
seen Mr. Dick, but he thought it better at present 
not to mention what had taken place, as that gen- 
tleman had the matter under consideration at pre- 
sent. He would state, hawever, that they -were 
under great obligation to Mr. Barnes of the P. & 
O. Company, who had gone with them, and whose 
opinion had great weight with the Commissioner. 

After a vote of thanks to the Chairman the 
meeting separated.—Shanghai Recorder. 











H. B. M. SUPREME COURT. 
May 19th, 1869, 
Before R.A. Mowat, Esq. 
Zexsixe and others rv. T. W, Soxe. 

Petition for a taking of partnership accounts, Ad- 
journed since 4th instant. i 

His Hoxovr said that at the first hearing the usnal 
order had been made referring the accounts. The Clerk 
had since handed in his report together with a précis 
of plaintiffs’ account. Defendant had supplied no ac- 
count but had verbally disputed several of the items 
in the plaintiffs and these the clerk had left for the 
determination of the Court. 

Mr Eames, whodid not wish to raise any technical 
objection, ay the defendant was not aided by counsel, 
hoped the Court would not allow the defendant to 
cause any more delay by raising any other unknown 
issue. 

DeFexpayt, in reply to the Court, said he could 
not hand in a full and detailed account as the most 
important of the books to which he desired reference 
was kept back. 

The Cienk or Te Counr said he had all the hooks 
according to the petitioners’ statements, who denied 
having any other. The defendant, however, had as- 
serted that there was another. 

Mr. Ears understood that the defendant referred 
to an imaginary book, in which he thought that the 
Amount of, commission alone was kept, but which 
had never, he believed, an existence ; as all commis- 
sions were entered with the general account. He 
woi,ld now call the plaintiff for the purpose of giving 
evidence on the disputed items of the account. 

ZENG-SING, examined by Mr. Eames, deposed, that 
he was a partuer in the late firm of Soug & Co. 
{recognizes the deed of partnership and his signature.) 
The defendant was manager of the firm's foreign bu- 
siness and his dutics were somewhat similar to those 
of shipping clerks in forcign hongs. ‘The items of 
Tacls 740 and Tis. GOO from Ru: Co. were ro- 
turned on freight. ‘This was because the firin has a 
Tis, 2W share in the S. S. N, Co. It is a general rule, 
adopted by that company last year, to return five per 
cent on the goods shipped by sharcholders. ‘These 
fonis wero all passed through the Customs by the 
defendant. Defendant never returned an account of 
these items before the dissolution of partnership. Tho 
items of Tis. 319 and 731 which appeared to be paid 
to the defendant were for a fine on ginseng imposed 
by the Customs for false declaration, The amount 
was paid to the defendant by order. The item of Tis. 
.721.32,was for fine and duty on ginseng, the duty 
amounted to Tis. 1,010; the three items of Tls. 133.93. 
‘Vis. 300 and Tis. 10.54 wore for duties and fine on 
copper. The defendant told him they were for fines, 
and they were paid by orders issued by native banks. 
‘These orders had since been paid by the finn. Tho 
salary that defendant was to get was Tis. 200 per 
year} afterwards it was increased to Ta. 300. Every 
member of the tirm ad fixed salaries besides shares 
in the profits. He received the increase about the 
first month of last year. No entry was made of the 
allowance of this increase. The memorandum pre- 
rented to the defendant before the commencement of 
thix suit contained the accounts and claims of money 
now sued for, The books given to the Clerk of the 
Court were thezonly ones he had, and contain a cor- 
rect account of the affairs of the firm. There is no 
book wanting. 

By the Defendant—The business was at first a store. 
‘The goods which passed through the Customs some- 
times belonged to the firm, sometimes to other people. 
We did also a broking business. Your name was 
used because itjwas couvenient, because they would be 
under forvign protection. Our business was that of 
merchants, and commission business. 


















































‘As witness on being pressed by the defendant could 
not point out any entry of receipts from commission, 
he was allowed some time to look over his books with 
that view. 

N. B. Hisxxey, sworn, deposed, that he wasa clerk 
in Russell & Co.’s_ His business was to take charge of 
return freights and make them up. He remembered 
making such a return to Soug & Co., one of Taels 600 
about the 4th Feb., the other of Tis, 740 the other day. 
This return freight was on account of shares owned by 
Song & Co. 

By defendant.—We allow sharcholders 10 per cent 
on the net profits and in addition, since Octoer, 5 per 
cent on their shipments, It was defendant paid for 
the shares. 

By Mr. Eames,—The S:per cent was a. deduction ; 
if a sharcholder owed Tls, 100 on freight, he was only. 
asked for Tis. 95. 

C. Stursos, sworn, stated, that he was chief clerk 
in the Customs. Merchandise had heen passed through 
it by Song & Co. but no fine was ever lovied on any of 
it. “Some time ago the defendant had sont the linguist 
Tis, 200 with his compliments: on enquiry being 
made he alleged it was only a loan, and he afterwards 
sued for it in the Mixed Court. No tine had been im- 
posed, bnt some goods had been detained, being wrong- 
ly deseribed. ae 

By the Cotirt.—The benefit of their being represented 
as British owned ds is that they escape the: war 
tax. Song & Co, had declared some goods as theirs 
regarding which their statement was doubted ; tho 
Customs could not however discover the real owner- 
ship. He was satistied that great quantities of goods 
were passed by the firm as theirs which wore not 
theirs at all. : 

Prarstift’s examination continued.—Could not pro- 
duce an entry of commission. Did not do much buying 
or selling.

Diil_not 
know at the time that you had received 600 from 
Russell & Co. Z 

By the Court.—The ginseng belonged to aman named. 
Man-kee, but was passed through the Customs in the 
defendant's name, and so saved the war tax. The com- 
mission received from Man-kee during the previous 12 
months amounted to about Tis. 800, and the reported 
fine was for ove time Tis. 700. ‘The cotton transaction 
was a similar one. The great bulk of the busincss of 
the firm was of this nature. The defendant was in- 
troduced into it for the purpose of enabling it to as- 
sume the position}of a British firm and so evade tho 
war-tax. The firm was 15 months in existence. Could 
not say what amount of Chinese owned goods had been 
passed by it during this time through the Customs as 
their own. The value was more than Tis. 20,000 worth. 
Could not say if it was Tis. 50,000 worth. , 

Mr, Eastes was prepared to contend, if the object 
of the Court in its examination of his clients was to- 
disclose au impropriety on their part, that there was 
no such illegality about it as to deprive them of relief 
agaiust the defendant. ‘The mattor at most was an 
evasion of the Chinese revenue, and this infringe- 
ment of revenue provisions, he could quote cases to 
show, was not such a fraudalent or illegal act as to 
void any contract which might be connected with it. 
Moreover it was a principle that the courts of one 
country would or could take no notice of the revenue 
laws of other countries. The particular tax, too, was 
known to be au illegal one—having been diverted from 
its original purpose and prolonged long after the 
occasion of its first imposition had censed to exist— 
and Chinese might almost be considered justified in 
evading it. . 

His Hosour said that this was a proceeding in 
Equity, and that a well known axiom was that he who 
comes into a court must come with clean hand: 

Now what did the petitioners’ case on their own 
showing amount to? Practically they say, ‘we, 
Chinese subjects, entered into a league with this mau, 
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a British subject, the one purpose of which was to 
defraud our own Government by evading its revenue 
laws. For fifteon months we carried on this scheme, 
and we succeeded during that time in robbing our 
Government toa large extent. But we have reason 
to think that this man has made more out of the 
transactions than we ; so please compel him to pay us 
our fair share of the plunder.’ The case only requires 
to put in this broad light to make it appear how  ut- 
terly intolerant a court of justice should be of such 
an application ; and he felt he would not be acting 
aright if he did not at once dismiss the petition with: 
out going farther into the ease. If the plaintiffs were 
even able to prove that the defendaut had swindled 
them, the answer of the court would be that they 
had only themselves to blame, inasmuch as the op- 
portunity of which the defendant availed himsté had 
heen given to 1m hy themselves when they entered 
into © compae: with him to swindle some body olse, 
and that they must take their chance. The Court 
would not enquire into the relative rights of persons 
who were in pari delicto. 
As to the cases quoted by Mr. Eames, they were 
old and none of them went so far as to say that it 
was not a fraudulent act fora subject of any conutry 
to evade his own country’s revenue laws ; and this 
the petitioners admitted they had been engaged in 
doing wholesale. ‘he petition must be dismisse.. 
Mr. Eanes presumed that the Court, considering 
the parties in pari delicto, would: make an order as. to 
costs, The Court said it would certainly not. Mr. 
‘Eames further enquired what would be done with the

‘The papers to hand by the present mail mention 
that Captain Roderick Dew, R. N., an officer who is so 
well known in China, died suddenly while in command 
of H.M.S. Northumberland, one of the ironclad squad- 
ou now at Lisbon. 

The local occurences of the week have been of more 
‘than usual importanee ; the principal, event being the 
annual Land renters’ Meeting, held on Thursday and 
yesterday, of which we will give a revised report next 
‘week, but in the meantime publish on’ another page the 
resolutions which were ,passed. The most important 
result of the Mecting has been the reduction 
of taxation on house rentals, The Council's scheme 
for water works has been overthrown, but that 
for a new bund line with pontoons managed to 
pass, The effort made, to overthrow the charter 
under which the present Soochow Crock bridge is 
Leld did not meet with success, and it was decided 
to arrange with the present proprietors for 3 com- 
autation of the tolls. 

‘The emendations on the New Land Regulations pro- 
posed by the Council were all carried with some verbal 
alterations. Of course they have now to be submitted 
to the Consular Body and the,Ministers. Those of most 
importance are, Art. 1. The omission of the French 
Ground in designating boundaries, Art, IX. That 
the majority of the Foreign Consuls shall be competent 
to act and decide in municipal affairs, instead of its be- 
ing reyuisite that the whole body should join. Art. 
1X. That wharfage dues shall be paid upon exports 
as well as imports. Art. X. That the number of the 
members of the Council shall be not Jess than five nor 
amore than nine, in place of being fixed at nine. Art. 
X. That the qualifications for voters and councillors 
‘De reduced. 

‘A meeting of Electors on the French Concession was 
held on the 26th instant, M, Dabry, Hl 1. M. Consul- 
General, in the chair. The object of the mecting was 
to receive the Report and Accountsof the past year. 
Only five electors were present, besides the members 
of the Municipal Council, 

After waiting till 3,30 rst, the Chairman asked’ 
if any gentleman had any observations to make about 
last year's accounts or the estimate for 1869-70, adding 
that the Council were ready to give any explanation de- 
sired. Noquestionswereasked, 80, after waiting a short 
time, the Chairman declared the meeting closed, tak- 
ing the opportunity to thank the Municipal Council 
for the assistance it had always given the Consular au- 
thority, and for its devotion to the interests of the 
Concession. 

A meeting of those interested in the silk trade took 
place on the 26th inst., at which it was resolved 
to form an association for the furtherance of the in- 
terests of the trade, to be calle? the “North China 
Silk Association. As the Chinese had objected to 
the resolution passed at a former meeting that the 






































fractional parts of pounds be not counted in weigh- 
ing, it was agreed to connt half pounds but not 
quarters. We publish a full report elsewhere. 

Of the Yangtsze expedition the following from a 
Hankow correspondent of the Recoriler is the only fur- 
ther information we have :— 

“The Faust returned three days ago, her party hav- 
ing reached as far as Kwei-fu, 102 miles above I-chang, 
and over the worst rapids, passing through the glor- 
ious gor The return was earlier than contem-* 
plated, from the fact of the rapids foring insuper- 
able obstructions to the navigation of the river. 

“From the entrance to the Tungting lake to Kwei- 
fu, a distance of 340 miles, a running sunvey, answer- 
ing all the purposes of navigation, lias been made. 

“«]-chang may be recommended as the port of 
Chungking (for which place the remainder of the 
party have pushed on}. If so a smaller and specially 
adapted kind of vessel, of 6 or 7 ft. draught, 
have to be used. 

“We now await the return of the Jatter party, and. 
I anticipate that they will be so thoroughly knocked 
up they will be glad to return to their respective 
homes. The great heat and height of the water aro 
especially unfit for any investigation in these quarters.” 

There have been several arrivals of vessels from 
England since our last, including the Min, which was 
much overdue. 

‘The P, & 0. Co. announce a new plan for hurrying 
home the early teas. They will reserve in next mail 
space for 300 tons at Tis. 50 per ton, rather a high 
rate it seems, although we presume it will be eagerly 
taken up if the new teas arrive in time. 

The Courier says :—‘ Advices from Ningpo state 
that the new Pingsuey Tea leaf is dearer this year 
than last. Prices already paid are $33 to 35, or equal 
to, say, Shanghai Tis. 25 to 27, per ,picul, or laid 
down in Shanghai Ts. 37 to 39 per picul, for the fine 
chops. There appears to be much competition for this 
description of leaf Tea. 

The 24th inst., being the 50th anniversary of Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria's birthday a royal salute was 
fired by the Zebra and many of the ships in harbour 
were gaily decorated. 3 

‘As a seamen belonging to the Star of the East 
was in the act of throwing out a hawser to one of 
the tug boats, he missed his footing aud falling over- 
board immediately sank. 

The Daily News contains the following paragraph, 
The information will be of great interest if it can be 
relicd on, ‘We hear that statistics are being made 
up in the Customs’ offices at the several ports, giving 
information with regard to the value of certain fo- 
ign imports at the port of import, tho squeezes 
levied on them in the interior, and their value at tho 
markets to which they are taken, The same details 
are being collected in reference to exports.” 

‘The Russian Corvette Japanese has arrived in port 
and goes into the Pootung Dock. 

‘The Steamer Niger which left last week for Han-

It issaid the Glengyle has been purchased by the 
Union Steam Navigation Company, and that the 
United Service, goes down to take her place in the 
Calcutta and Hongkong trade. 

‘The Evening Express states that several changes 
are about to take place in the commands of the vessels 
of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Co.’s fleet. Capt. 
Clarke, at present of the Alanchu, leaves the service 
to take charge of the Suwonada, vice Captain 
Jayne, who is going bome. Captain Morse, of the 
Kiangse, takes the Manchu, Capt. Bell, Pilot of the 
Hirado, gets the Hangchow, whose present Captain, 
Andrews, goes to the Kiangse. 
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‘Among the list of passengers arrived by the Mail 
will be found tho name of Mr. H. N. Lay. He pro- 
ceeds, we believe, by the Vansing to Peking. 

A grand Taouist procesion paraded the streets of the 
settlement on Wednesiay. It was somewhat superi- 
or to the generality of such exhibitions and is said 
to have been paid for principally by femalo residents, 
natives of Soochow. 

‘A performance was given at the Lyceum Theatre 
on Tuesday evening by Amateurs of tho German and 
English Corps in aid of the funds of the Public Libra- 
ry. Abourt $700 was collected. 

‘Two or three dexterous thioves, one of them cal- 
ling himself a military mandarin, have been going the 
rounds of the European stores. They brought up at the 
‘Mixed Court and sent before the Chehsien for trial.

This is felt a 
Pardship and a relic of barbarism by the natives, 
who generally try to marry their daughters off when 
a “selection” is to take place. The poor young 
creatures are condemned to life-long seclusion,—are 
never allowed to sec their relations again, and very 
probably may mever even seo their Lord and Master.

Hoxoxoxc.—The Daily Press says the tea market 
has been opened at Foochow, at about the same rates 
ag last season. Tt algo mentions a report that one 
of the foreign banks is about to make a loan of Tis. 
3,000,000 to the Imperial Goverm It is also re- 
ported that the Chinese have signified » wish to ap- 
point a Consul in Hongkong, and that the proposal 
is favourably considered at home. The Colonists, 
however, fancy his office will simply be a “squeez- 
ing” one, Government Gazetle of Saturday publishes 
a translation of a decree by the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Madrid, whereby a reduction of 50 per cent 
of the differential duties at Manila, and their total 
abolition at the end of two years, is provided. 

The Friend of India says Captain Sladen bas 
at length sent in his report of his expedition into 
Yunan. The King of Burmah has confessed that 
he obstructed our policy, and has offered to make 
over to us for punishment all the Bhamo officials who 
planned the assassination of the members of the Ex- 
pedition. He urges Captain Sladen to return to Yu- 
nan, and promises better behaviour ‘this time.’ 
The Government of India has consented to General 
Fytche’s request that an Assistant Political Agent -be 
appointed to Bharmo. 
































NOTES OF A TRIP OVERLAND FROM CANTON 
TO KIUKIANG. 
(Shanghai News Letter) 

‘My companion and mysclf left Canton on the 20th. 
April, and reached Kiukiang in twenty-nine days,fhav+ 
ing travelled about 906 miles. 

nstead of taking the short cut from Canton to the 
North River, as the native officials usually do on their 
way to and from the north, we branched off through a 
creek to the left, in order to visit the important city of. 
Fatshan, and to enter the North River at the pl 
where it joins the Si-kiang, or West River. By sodo- 
ing wewere able to follow the Pe-kiang, or North River, 
from its mouth to its source among the Meling Hilla, a 
distance of 340 miles. As nearly all the large cities 
were situated on or near the river, we were able to visit 
them in our boats, without much loss of time. 

‘The people were everywhere civil and harmless, the 
mandarins attentive and professedly glail to see us, the 
scenery varied and interesting, the road comparatively 
safe, and the weather charming. We visited all the 
wonders, natural and artificial, that we heard of—the 
Prawn, the Frog-swallowing Dragon, the Seven Stars, 
the Stone Drum, the Tortoise, the Blind Boy, the Ti- 
ger, the hawk, the Cannon-ball Barrier, and othee 
curious hills and rocks bearing resemblance to the 
names given them; besides caves, monasteries, and 
temples without number. 

A branch enters the main river at the de ental 
city of Shui-chan, leading to what is called the Small 
Pass (to distinguish it from the Meling, or Great Pass), 
a road over the hills inte the province of Honan. This 
route is the most direct to the Tong-ting Lake and the 
city of Hankow, and one which a railroad from Canton 
to Hankow would probably take, though there might 
be advantages in the way of traffic, with fewer engineer 
ing difficulties to overcome, by taking the Meling Pass, 
and continuing on through Kiangsi Province to Nan- 
chang, and the low lands of the Poyang. 

In the vicinity of Shui-chan we saw coal cropping 
out from the side of the hills, and, in a few instances, 
people were working it on the surface, 

“At Namhong, the boat we had taken at Canton was 
left, and we engaged coolies to carry our ba; over 
the hills to Nan-ngan, a distance of 24 miles. 0 road, 
took us through the famous Meling Pass, FromNam- 
hong to Non-ngan the pathway is abont eight feet wide, 

ved with cobblestone all the way, of easy grade, and 
in no place reaching a greater elevation ‘fan eight 
hundred fect. The distance was walked, in eight hours, 
without much fatigue. On the way from one town to 
tho other, thousands of men and women were seen en- 
gaged in carrying, on their shoulders, the products of 
the different provinces. Sugar, Rice, Oil, Paper, ‘To- 
bacco and Chinaware in large quantities were noticed, 
but no Tea, the season for which had not commenced. 
150,000 people were stated to be engaged in carrying 
merchandizo over this pass, and judging from what wo 
saw, the number has not been exaggerated. Half of 
the number reside at Namhong, and the other half at 
Nan-ngan. None of the carriers are allowed to take a 
return load. ‘They may carry a load from the town in 
which they reside, but they must return home burden- 
less, otherwise they would be considered as interfering 
with the rights of the people of the other town. * The 
jealousy existing between the towns is very great, and 
disturbances on the road occur so frequently: that the 
people hiave.a bad reputation among travellers. 

‘At Nan-ngan we engaged a boat for the descent of 
the Chang River as far as Nanchang, the capital of 
the Kiangsi province. The people of Kiangsi were 
very different in appearance and character, as well ag 
in their feelings towards foreigners, from those of 
Kwang-tung. ‘They appeared to be healthier and larg- 
er than the Kwangtung people, and their honses wero 
cleaner and better built. Although they suffered moro 
during the late rebellion than their neighbors in the 
next province, they have recovered sooner, and are 
beginning to show evidences of renewed prosperity. 
‘They were much more excited by our visit, and show- 
ed less friendly feeling than the people of Kwangtung. 
In several of the larger towna, the people refused to 
admit us within the walls, and threatened violence 
when they saw that we persisted on entering. We 
appealed to the mandarins to protect us, but they in- 
variably declared their inability to do so, aud urged 
us to move on without delay. The excitement caused 
by our arrival-at the large towns, and the animosity 
shown by the crowds that assembled on the banks to 
ace us, acted on the fears of our crew and servants to 
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such an extent that, at the end of the third day from 
Nan-ny they were completely demoralized. It 
was with great difficulty, that we got the captain to 
bring his craft close to any large town, and when 
there we bad greater difficulty inducing our guide to 
fo ashore with us. His cowardice and stupidity often 
pieced usin danger, and we had more to fear from his 

jJunderings, than from the crowds that pressed upon 
‘us in our walks through the towns. 

‘One night as we were lying alongside the bank, we 
were visited by a party of river pirates, who endea- 
voured to cut our moorings, so that we might drift 
down stream in the dark, to where their boat lay wait- 
ing for us. We drove them them off, however, before 
they had time to sever the fastenings wholly. The 
next day we saw the dead body of one of the scamps, 
who had made his escape from our boat by jumping 
into the water. The rivers are infested with pirates, 
and we had more to fear from their nocturnal visits 
than from from the crowds on shore during the day. 

On account of our upfriendly reception by the peo- 

pie. which was due principally to our travelling in 
European costume, instead of in Chinese, as all other 
travellers over this route have done before, we were 
unable to see much of the Tea Districts—although the 
bills were generally not more than eight or ten miles 
distant from the banks,—and were obliged to con- 
tent,ourselves with seeing such as were in the vicinity 
of the towns. 

The scenery on the Chang River is less striking than 
that on the Pekiang, but. still is exceedingly interest 
ing. On both sides the lands were under a high state 
of cultivation, and the hills beyond were terraced al- 
most to their very summits. 

At Nan-chang we lost a day in trying to jnduce the 
Governor to perm it the city. He returned 
very polite excuses to our entreaties, accompanied by 
a large supply of eatables, but could not be prevailed 
on to let us land, Knowing that it would be bad for 
those who are to come after us, if we were not admit- 
ted, we tried every way that prudence would permit 
to carry our poini, but were unsuccessful. We were 
particularly anxious to see the city, as it is the 
chief market for the famous King-te-chin china-ware. 

Taking a boat of greater draft at Nan-chang we 
continued down river and crossed the Poyang Lake 
to atown Namkong, once famous, but now only 

i “ged coolies to carry our bag- 
valked across cont adistance of thirty 
to Kinkiang on the Yangtaze River. 

Most of our trouble might have been avoided, if we 
nable to disguise ourselves successfully, by 
Chinese costume, and had sent no advi 
































Sending notice ahead was a measure 
tried to prevent, as we saw that we were invariably 
met by a crowd of noisy and troublesome people when 
news went ahead, but our guide insisted upon doing 
so for his own safety, and we could not stop him. 
‘The mandarius, as.a rule, appeared to be very friend- 
ly, and not only received us in full state, Init when 
time permitted returned our visits, and exchanged pre- 
sents with us. They said they hoped , that Foreigners 
would come more frequently and in farger mumibers, 
so that the people might get accustomed to their ap- 
pearance, and acquainted with their wants and pur- 
poses. Foreigners are now seen so seldom, that when 

















they do come much trouble is caused to the man- 
aa The people, generally, looked upon us with 
feelings of curiosity simply, and only manifested dis- 


like when influenced by the literati and gentry so to 
do, By avoiding three or four of the larger towns, 
a foreigner may travel from Canton to Kiukiang i 
perfect mafety, eo far as the peopl 
jeing understood, of course, that it is always unsafe 
in China to travel at night, either by land or water. 

It is to be hoped that travellers will avail themselves 
more frequently than they have done, of the excellent 
opportunity which a trip overland, by this route, af- 
fords them for secing one of the most interesting 
portions of China, Here are two large provinces, con- 
taining a population of fifty millions, producing abund- 
antly, articles most valuable to foreign trade, situated 
in the heart of the Empire, and by the nature of their 
positions, the easiest and most important to open to 
the intreduetion of western ideas and improvements, 
still unexplored by the sight-seer and the man of 
science. 













No journey in the world is, at the same time, so in- 
teresting, s0 safe, and so cheap, as that which lies be- 
tween Canton and Kiukiang. Itcan be made at any 
season of the year, though, of course, the hottest 
months should be avoided ; and after the curiosity of 
the people has been gratified by the presence of a 
few foreigners who know how to couduct themselves 
with discretion, there will be nothing to fear from the 
crowds in the ‘cities. The cost of the trip is small, 
Stud need nat exocel four hundred dollare for a party 
of four, who intend spending a month onthe road.
